ALLEGED TRUSTS OF NATION

With this long-range attack on 
the nation's economic ills in mind, 
administration leaders looked anx- 
iously for signs of business im- 
provement in the near future. 


Secretary Roper announced that 
stocks of goods on hand for whole- 
sale distribution were 14.5 pep cent 
lower than a year ago.

seen since they went duck hunt- 
inf over two years ago. Officers 
have fruitlessly

case. 


BROWNSVILLE,

Officers 
admitted 
today 
the 


skeleton of a man had been found 
at tho mouth of the Arroyo Col- 
orado and that there was a "dis- 
tinct possibility" that it was the 
body of one of tho missing Blan- 
tons, father and son duck hunt- 
ers who mysteriously disappear- 
ed on Nov. 18, 1936. 
Texas rangers and a group of 


rounty officers hurried the skel- 
eton "to San Benito and declined 
to 
release 
additional informa- 


tion. 
The surviving relatives of Lu- 
ther and John Blanton, missing 
pair, were 
hurriedly summoned 


from their Raymondvllle home to 
view the skeleton. 
Mrs. Luther 
Blanton and her 


sons, Frank of Raymondvillo and 
Harlee, would not make a state- 
ment after viewing the skeleton. 
Neither would Texas Hanger Er- 
nest Best, who has been active 
In investigating the disappearance 
mystery- 
It was learned that the skele- 


ton apparently was that of a 
young man. The elder Blanton 
•was 97, his aon 24. 
Bits of a pair of overalls which 


one officer 
said, "matched 
the 


description of the overalls worn 
by one of the Blantons when last 
seen," -were found near the body. 
A handkerchief, with the initial 
"B" was found.

to shoot ducks. She heard three 
shots fired in the direction of the 
lagoon shortly after they depart- 
ed.

barreled shotgun and three shells.

Morgenthau's new program pro-

LONE SKY RAIDER ATTACKS 


SHIPS JUSHT OUTSIDE 


VALENCIA HARBOR 


VALENCIA, Spain, June 
22.—(If} 


—Two British ships were 
sunk 


just outside Valencia harbor to- 
day by a lone sky raider in a con- 
tinuation of tho long series of 
warplano attacks on foreign ship- 
ping In ports of government Spain.

3,054-ton Sunlon, 
British 


ship formerly of Greek registry, 
struck by an incendiary and ex- 
plosive bombs, burned furiously 
for six hours, and then settled to 
the bottom.

All of the Sunion's crew of 32,

Flames from the Sunion's burn- 


ing cargo lighted the whole roads. 


After torpedoing the Thorpness, 


the plane returned and machine- 
gunned her, splintering tho cap- 
tain's cabin.

tho total of airplane attacks on 
British ships since the Spanish 
war started—nearly half in the 
last three months.

Thorpness

THE DEADLY SORES 


Congressman Bruce Bar- 


ton of New York has pro- 
posed the creation of seven 
special committees to study 
what he calls the "seven 
deadly sores" of the eco- 
nomic situation. He would 
give each committee $50,- 
000 for expanses and order 
them to bring to the next 
session of Congress all the 
facts necessary for a sound 
legislative program. 


The seven subjects to be 


studied are the farm prob- 
lem, unemployment and re- 
lief, social security, taxa- 
tion, the reciprocal 
trade 


agreement policy, govern- 
ment competition with pri- 
vate industry and railroads. 


It is true that these are 


all at present troublesome 
problems. It is more than 
likely that Congress—and 
the public itself—needs un- 
biased facts and thorough- 
going 
information 
about 


them 
beyond 
what 
we 


have right now. But some- 
thing more is needed. That 
is intelligent 
handling of 


the material after it is gath- 
ered and presented. 


There have been a num- 


ber of excellent investiga- 
tions, officially 
sponsored, 


in this country in the last 
dozen years. 
Commissions 


have reported on a variety 
of vital national problems, 
such as the coal industry, 
child labor, crime, etc. The 
reports have been publish- 
ed, read by a few interest- 
ed citizens and then forgot- 
ten, to gather dust on li- 
brary shelves. 
Legislation 


has 
not benefited 
from 


them as was intended. 


PEANUT INTEGRITY. 


Once upon a time pea- 


nuts everywhere were con- 
sidered 
food. 
Then 
the 


state of Ohio got into dif- 
ficulties with its sales tax 
and the status of the pea- 
nut was endangered. 
The 


sales tax on food became 
too burdensome to bear and 
was abolished. The sales 
tax on other things, includ- 
ing luxuries of all kinds 
was allowed to remain. 


What to do 
about the 


peanut? 


The great minds of the 


Buckeye state were devot- 
ed to this solemn problem 
Finally they evolved this de 
cision, of tremendous 
im 


port and curious logic: 


When the 
peanut was 


wearing its fcwii little red 
, coat, or went unclothed, ii 


was food. But the moment 
the peanut was dipped and 
emerged with 
a coat of 


chocolate, its 
food 
value 


disappeared. It became a 
confection, a 
luxury, and 


every ten cents' worth had 
to pay a penny, every dol- 
lar's worth was taxed three 
cents. 


Now two judges have de- 


clared that candy is food 
The peanut with or with 
out a chocolate overcoat is 
still a peanut. The country 
is saved. The integrity of 
tne peanut is maintained. 


VAGUE LEADERSHIP

of a real effort to look at 
the economic and industrial 
situation "realistically and 
honestly," says Louis Adam- 
ic in a new book entitled

NO PROSPECT FOR REDUCTION 


IN AD VALOREM TAX RATE IN 


TEXAS FOR PRESENT YEAR 


By HOWARD C. MARSHALL 
AUSTIN, June 23.—(>P>-There Is 


no prospect the ad valorem tax 
for state purposes will be reduced 
this year, but there Is some pos- 
sibility It will be raised. 


The rate will be set by the au- 


tomatic tax board, composed of 
the governor, the treasurer and 
the comptroller, at a meeting next 
month. 


It Is now 49 cents, divided as 


follows: 
35 cents for genera) rev- 


enue, 7 cents for Confederate pen- 
sions and 7 cents for schools. 
It 


Is the lowest rate In years, hav- 
ing been reduced to that point 
last July. 
* 


The reduction was In the tax for 


school purposes only, the consti- 
tutional maxima for pensions and 
general revenue, because of defi- 
cits in those funds, having been 
left unchanged. 


The fact that the deficits In the 


pension and general revenue funds 
continue removes any likelihood of 
reductions In the tax for those 
purposes. 


Ghent Sanderford, a mem.ber of 
the state board of education, says 
tho seven cents for 
schools in 


needed to buy text books. 


If 
therefore, any ad 
valorem 


tax money is allotted to help the 
per capita scholastic 
apportion- 


ment, Sanderford said, there must 
be an Increase in the rate. 
In fact, the board member said,

DELIBERATION CASE 


HAD 
CONFESSED 
HURLING 


BOY OVER PRECIPICE IN

Sheriff Elmer Taylor led the de- 


fendant, visibly shaken by the ver- 
dict of puilty. from the courtroom 
tn the county jail. Black stared 
straight ahead while he marched 
from tho room. 
There was a long wait after the 


jury 
had taken its place while 
court attaches sought to eall de- 
fense attorneys. Black, during tho 
wait, sat alone. His wife and moth- 
er 
were not 
in the courtroom. 
Neither was Mrs. Bobbie Smith, 
mother of the Noblitt hoy. She walk- 
ed up and down the hallway out- 
Fide tho courtroom. 
Threads which have woven the 
Black murdnr capo into a sensa- 
tional episode of the Southwest 
run back a year and a half. Testi- 
mony revealed a pressing struggle 
to obtain money as the dominant 
note in the tragedy. 
Came From Oklahoma 


Eighteen months ago a widowed 


mother of five -three of them min- 
ors—-moved from Oklahoma to San 
Benlto, Texas. i\lrs. Bobbie Lee 
Smith brought with her to Texas 
Marvin Dale Noblitt, her tousled, 
13-year-old son, as well as two oth- 
er children. 
Mrs. Smith, her testimony said, 


struggled to make a living. Mar- 
vin shlned shoes, worked as handy 
boy and got in a bit of schooling. 


Another picture, drawn by testi- 
mony, 
showed 
Francis 
Marion 
Black, Jr., 25, and his browned, 
thin-faced wife, 22-year-old Guine- 
vere 
Kern 
Black, 
having their 
money troubles at Topeka, Kas. At 
her 
husband's 
suggestion, Mrs. 
Blaok Invested money in stocks— 
and lost. 


Black, In his own words, "looked 


around for a way to make up the 
loss." He hit upon the scheme of 
adopting a hoy, formally or other- 
wise, taking out insurance on him 
and then killing him, his confes- 
sion read to a packed courtroom, 
said. Boy Lives With Blacks 
The Blacks moved to San Benito, 


Mrs. Mrs. Smith and persuaded her 
to allow them to care for Marvin 
Dale. He went to San Anlonlo with 
them; lived with them. 
Black and his wife, meanwhile, 
were attempting1 to take out insur- 
ance policies on the boy's life with 
three companies. Finally they suc- 
ceeded in getting one for $5,000. 
They planned a "vacation" trip to 
the Big Bend country. 


Two previous schemes to kill the 
youngster had failed, Black's con- 
fession said. First he was to be 
drowned—but he was too good as a 
swimmer. Then they bought him 
a bicycle in the hopes he would be 
killed by an automobile. Neither 
worked. 
Black 
reached 
Alpine; 
asked 
chamber of commerce officials to 
direct him to a mountain that had 
"steep walls." The J. B. Worthing- 
ton ranch 80 miles away, was se- 
lected. The trio drove there and, 
while Mrs. Black awaited at the 
foot of the craggy, 400-foot cliff, 
Black climbed the hill with a child 
he planned to kill. 
Played With Boy 
Once there, Black's confession 
read, he played with the boy for 
several 
minutes, 
tossing 
rocks 


down the incline. Then— 
"I started several times to do 
it," Black said. "I had quite a lot 
of trouble getting up my nerve to 
do it—but I finally did." 


He admitted he grabbed the boy 
and shoved him over the precipice 
and then hurried down to make cqr- 
taln he was dead. 


The Black couple was arrested 
ten minutes after they had cried as 


the boy's body was buried In Al- 
pine, Two days later the grand jury 
indicted them. Mrs. 
Hlack 
was 


freed on the murder charge by a 
state's motion to dismiss because 
of Insufficient evidence. 


I-ast night Black, under bitter 
cross examination 
by Prosecutor 


Hoy Jackson of Kl Paso, admitted 
practically every line of his con- 
fession was correct. He was sweat- 
ing, near collapse and hanging his 
head dejectedly when ho left the 
stand. 


Relatives testified he was sub- 
normal 
mentally; 
state 
experts 


countered that he was not insane.

of Krancls Marion Black, Jr., San 
Antonio 
filling 
station operator, 


whose defense relied on the weight 
of a sanity plea to save him from 
the electric chair in connection with 
an alleged macabre insurance clenth 
plot, was expected to he in the 
hands of the jury by noon today. 


Testimony ended last night in a 
courtroom jammed with an esti- 
mated 1,000 persons who had come 
to hear the concluding testimony 
in the trial of tho thin-faced Snn 
Antonian on a charge of murder- 
ing 13-year-old Marvin Dale Is'oh- 
litt. Judge C. R. Button was to pre- 
sent his charge to the jury at 9 
a. m., after which three hours of 
argument was scheduled. 


The 
defense 
introduced 
testi- 


mony 
relating 
eccentricities of 
Black immediately after the state 
put in evidence a signed confession 
in which Black said he tossed Nob- 
litt. off a 400-foot cliff after two 
previous murder schemes had fail- 
ed.The mother and wife of the San 
Antonio man drew a picture of 
Black as of a nervous, high-strung 
type unable to control his temper 
or hold a job. The mother, Mrs. 
Edna M. Black, said she had "a 
hard time raising" her boy in Kan- 
sas and declared the boy's father 
was epliptic. 
Rev. J. C. Dussiar of Humbolt, 


Kansas, a Methodist minister who 
knew Black for many years, testi- 
fied to his "sub-normal" mentality. 


Thought Him Unstable 
Dr. W. J. Johnson, superintendent 


of the state hospital for the in- 
sane at San Antonio, testifying for 
the state, said Blnck was sane but 
he thought the man unstable. Dr. 
Paul L. White, Austin psychiatrist, 
put on by the defense, said Black 
was unstable, excitable, of weak 
will power and given to imprac- 
ticable ideas, but added that "I do 
not consider him insane." 
Black, taking the stand !n his 


own defense, said he was pursuad- 
e dto make tho statement and that 
District Attorney Alan Fraser told 
him he might go easier on him if 
he pleaded guilty. 


The statement related that Black, 


wanting to get money, decided to 
quit his job and hire a boy under 
the pretense of adopting him. It 
said he moved to San Bcnito, Tex., 
where he succeeded in persuading 
Mrs. Bobbie Smith to give him cus- 
tody of Noblitt, her son, on the 
promise he would clothe and edu- 
cate the boy in return for work. 
Two Plans Failed 


Black, In the confession, told of 


first trying \).o drown the boy but 
failing because "he was a good 
swimmer," and 
then 
buying 
a 
bicycle in "hopes he would get run 
over by an automobile and save me 
the trouble of doing away with 
him." Black said he wag beset by 
financial worries after stock ne- 
gotiations had cost him the loss of 
his wife's money, the confession re- 
lated. 


Further 
the statement 
said, 


Black took the tousled lad to the 
mountainous Big Bend area and 
killed him a brief moment after 
they played atop a 400-foot cliff. 
Black said his wife waited at the 
foot of the bluff. 
Earlier two insurance company 


representatives testified Black had 
made repeated efforts to buy large 
policies on the life of the boy, only 
a few weeks before he died. 


Undertaker 
Charles 
Livingston 


made arrangements for the burial 
on Black's assurance he could pay 
for it, he testified, adding that 
Black told him that Marvin was 
his 
adopted 
son and that he 


(Black) would receive a $5,000 pay- 
ment. Black later told him, he 
said, that the boy had not been 
legally adopted. 


Previously, Hollis Bridgman, San 


Antonio insurance man, testified a 
$5,000 policy from the Great Ameri- 
can Life Insurance company was 
delivered to Black May 28.
